The  Minister  of  the  Interior  states,  under  date 
the  10th  February,  1911,  that  an  application 
has  been  made  to  the  Department  'Of  the  Interior 
on  behalf  of  the  Fraser  River  Lumber  Company, 
Limited,  for  the  right  to  occupy  a portion  of  the 
bed  of  Pitt  River,  in  the  Railway  Belt  of  the 
Province  of  British  Columbia,  for  booming  purposes 
in  connection  with  the  extensive  lumbering  opera- 
tions of  the'  Companj’. 

The  Minister  observes  that  the  Company  has 
submitted  surveys  by  a Dominion  land  surveyor 
showing  the  area  required — 139  acres — which  sur- 
veys are  shown  on  a plan  attached  hereto,  dated 
19th  November,  1909,  approved  and  confirmed  by 
the  Surveyor-General ; 

That  the  application  of  this  Company  has  been 
favourably  reported  upon  after  careful  inquiry  bj’ 
agents  of  the  Departments  of  Public  Works,  Marine 
and  Fisheries,  and  Interior ; 

That  these  booming  rights  are  necessary  in  the 
interest  of  the  Company. 

The  Minister,  'therefore,  recommends  that  he  be 
authorised  to  issue  a lease  to  the  Fraser  River  Lum- 
ber Company,  Limitedi,  for  the  land  as  shown  on  the 
attached  plan ; the  lease  to  be  for  ten  j’-ears  at  an 
annual  rental  of  $10  and  subject  to  cancellation 
upon  six  months’  notice  by  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior ; to  provide  that  before  any  construction 
operations  are  commenced  “ The  Navigable  Watere 
Protection  Act”  must  be  complied  with;  and  to  be 
on  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  Department 
of  Justice  may  consider  advisable.

’I’lie  Regulations  e.stablished  by  Order  in  Council 
of  the  28th  April,  1910,  for  the  leasing  of  Dominion 
lands  for  coal-mining  purposes  are  hereby  extended 
and  made  to  apply  to  lands  within  forest  reserves, 
and  established  by  “ The  Dominion  Forest  Reserves 
Act,”  with  the  following  restrictions: — 

1.  No  lease  for  coal-mining  purposes  shall  entitle 
the  lessee  to  purcha.se  the  surface  rights,  but  the 
lessee  may  upon  application  be  granted  a lease  con- 
current with  that  for  the  coal-mining  rights  for 
such  portion  of  the  surface  rights  thereof  as  the 
Minister  of  the  Interior  may  consider  necessary 
for  the  etlicient  and  economical  working  of  the 
coal-mining  rights  grantcil'  under  such  lease. 

2.  That  the  lessee  will  do  no  unnecessary  damage 
to  timber  and  will  carefully  observe  all  the  provi- 
sions of  all  regulations  relating  to  forest  reserves. 

3.  That  no  trees  on  the  reserve  will  be  cut  by 
him  without  the  permission  of  the  Superintendent 
of  Forestry,  and  that  when  any  trees  are  cut  by 
him  he  will  carefully  clear  the  ground  of  all  tops 
and  branches  and  other  df'bris  of  such  cutting,  and 
will  so  dis'i)ose  of  them  as  to  prevent  danger  from 
fire  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
officer  in  charge  of  the  reserve.  If  in  order  to  so 
dispose  of  such  dtibris  it  is  nece.ssary  to  burn  it, 
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(ho  losseo  slmll  k’ivo  (hio  nolioe  of  liis  iiiloiilioii  so 
to  do  lo  (ho  odioor  in  oliurKO  of  Iho  rotsorvo,  ami 
boforo  lio  i)rooot^ds  to  Inu'ii  such  dt'bris  shall  obtain 
tho  consont  of  snoh  ollicor  and  shall  comply  with 
all  tho  condition's  iini)o>sod  by  such  ollicor  in  logaid 
to  snob  bnrnint;. 

4.  That  tho  losseo  shall  oloar  and  at  all  limes 
keop  cloiu'  of  inllammable  material  a space  of  at 
lease  UK)  foot  in  width  snrronndinj;  his  works  or 
oiiorations. 

T).  'riiat  any  engine  operated,  by  the  power  of 
steam  used  by  him  in  connection  with  his  works 
or  operations  shall  be  lilted  with  eliicieut  spark- 
arresters  which  shall  at  all  times  be  kept  in  a state 
of  good  repair.

Rule  7G. 

A LL  AITTJCATIONS  for  Private  Bills, 
l\  properly  the  subject  of  legislation  by  the 
Ivegislat'ive  Assembly  of  British  Columbia,  within 
the  purview  of  the  “ British  North  America  Act, 
1S07,” — whether  for  the  erection  of  a Bridge,  the 
making  of  a Railway,  Tramway,  Turnpike  Road, 
or  Telegraph  or  Telephone  Line ; the  construction 
or  improvement  of  a Harbour,  Canal,  Lock,  Dam, 
Slide,  or  other  like  work;  the  granting  of  a right  of 
Ferry ; the  incorporation  of  any  particular  trade 
or  calling,  or  of  any  Joint-Stock  Company;  or 
otherwise  for  granting  to  any  individual  or  indi- 
viduals any  e.xclusive  or  peculiar  rights  or  privi- 
leges whatever,  or  for  doing  any  matter  or  thing 
which  in  its  operation  would  alTect  the  rights  or 
property  of  other  parties,  or  relate  to  any  particu- 
lar cla.ss  of  the  community,  or  for  making  any 
amendment  of  a like  nature  to  any  former  Act, — 
shall  retiuire  a Notice,  clearly  and  distinctily  speci- 
fying the  nature  and  object  of  the  api)]ication  and, 
where  the  application  refers  to  any  i)i'opose(l  work, 
indicating  generally  the  location  of  the  work,  and 
signwl  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  ai)plicant;  such 
notice  to  be  published  as  follows: — 

In  the  British  Cglumiua  Gazette,  and  in  one 
newspaper  published  in  each  Electoral  District 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newsiiaper  jiublished 
therein,  then  in  a newsiiaper  in  the  next  nearest 
Electoral  Districts  in  which  a newspaper  is  pub- 
lished.

Session,  nor  may  any  Report  of  any  Standing  or 
Select  Committee  upon  a Private  Bill  be  received 
after  the  first  four  weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no 
Motion  for  the  suspension  or  modification  of  this 
Rule  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until  the 
same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Committee  on 
Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference  made  thereof 
at  a previous  sitting  of  the  House  to  the  Standing 
Committee  charged  with  consideration  of  Private 
Bills,  who  shall  repoi’t  thereon  to  the  House.  And 
if  this  Rule  shall  be  suspended  or  modified  as  afore- 
said the  promoters  of  any  I’rivate  Bill  which  is 
presented  after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or 
for  which  the  Petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case  pay 
double  the  fees  required  as  herein  mentioned,  unless 
the  House  shall  order  to  the  contrary.  Any  person 
seeking  to  obtain  any  Private  Bill  shall  deposit 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  House,  eight  clear  days  before 
the  opening  of  the  Session,  a printed  copy  of  such 
Bill,  a copy  of  the  Petition  to  be  presented  to 
the  House,  together  icith  copies  of  the  notices 
puhlishcd.  Such  publication  to  be  proved  by  affi- 
davit or  declaration  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Clerk 
of  the  House.  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill, 
the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  the  sum  of  three  hundred  dollars.  If  a copy 
of  the  Bill,  Petition,  and  notices  shall  not  have 
been  so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening 
of  the  Session,  and  if  the  I*etition  has  not  been 
presented  within  The  first  ten  days  of  the  Session, 
the  amount  to  be  paid  to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six 
hundred  dollars.

notice  of  the  rates  which  they  intend  to  ask,  the 
extent  of  the  privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches, 
the  interval  between  the  abutments  or  piere  for  the 
passage  of  rafts  and  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a drawbridge  or  not, 
and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

78.  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  Incorporation 

shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate  by  reference 
the  clauses  of  the  General  Acts  relating  to  the 
details  to  be  provided  for  by  such  Bills.

otherwise  duly  qualified  to  vote  at  such  first  election. 

The  persons  qualified  to  vote  for  Mayor  and  Aldermen  at  such  first  election  shall 
be  all  such  persons  as  are  British  subjects,  of  the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years,  who  are 
freeholders,  homesteaders,  or  pre-emptors  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality, 
who  have  resided  within  the  boundaries  of  the  Municipality  for  three  months 
immediately  pi'eceding  the  date  of  these  Lettei's  Patent,  and  who  shall,  before  the 
day  of  such  election,  have  applied  to  the  Returning  Officer  and  have  had  their  names 
placed  on  the  list  of  electors  for  such  election. 

The  Mayor  and  Aldei-men  elected  at  such  fii'st  election  shall  hold  office  until  his 
successor,  or  a majority  of  their  successors,  have  been  sworn  in,  unless  he  or  they  shall 
die  or  resign  or  become  disqualified. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Returning  Officer  to  enter  in  a book,  in  alphabetical 
order,  the  names,  addresses,  and  occupations  of  all  persons,  qualified  to  vote  as  aforesaid, 
who  make  application  to  him,  as  aforesaid,  to  have  their  names  placed  on  such  list,  and 
such  list  shall  be  the  list  of  the  electors  for  such  election. 

Before  the  name  of  any  penson  shall  be  placed  on  the  list,  he  shall  make  and  sign 
a declaration  in  wilting,  before  some  person  authorised  to  administer  oaths,  setting 
forth  his  name,  address,  occupation,  and  qualifications  as  aforesaid,  which  declaration 
shall  be  tiled  with  the  Returning  Officer. 

Such  list  and  declarations  shall  be  open  to  inspection  by  an}^  person  within  lawful 
hours. 

Any  person  may  complain  that  his  name  is  iniproperU’  omitted  from  the  voters 
list,  or  that  any  other  name  is  improperly  inserted  thereon,  and  may  appl}^  to  any 
Judge  of  the  Supreme  or  County  Court  to  have  his  name  inserted  thereon  or  to  have 
any  names  iinproperl}^  inserted  thereon  struck  off  the  said  list.  In  such  latter  case 
reasonable  notice,  to  be  determined  by  the  Judge  applied  to,  shall  be  given  to  the 
person  whose  name  is  proposed  to  be  struck  offi  The  Judge  shall  hear  and  dispose  of 
all  such  applications  in  a summary  wajg  and  the  Returning  Officer  shall  amend  the 
list  in  accordance  with  the  Judge’s  decision. 

At  least  six  days’  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  nomination  and  of  holding  of 
the  poll  (if  any)  shall  be  given  by  the  said  Returning  Officer ; such  notice  to  be  posted 
during  that  period  in  the  manner  provided  by  section  45  of  the  “ Municipal  Elections 
Act.” 

The  Returning  Officer  shall,  on  the  day  of  nomination,  at  2 o’clock  r.M.,  announce 
the  names  of  the  persons  put  in  nomination  in  that  behalf  as  candidates  for  the  offices 
of  Mayor  and  Aldermen,  as  prescribed  by  the  “ i\lunicipal  Elections  Act.” 

At  the  close  of  the  time  for  nominating  the  candidates  the  Returning  Officer  shall 
deliver  to  every  candidate,  or  agent  of  a candiilate,  ajiplying  for  the  same,  a duly 
certified  list  of  the  names  of  the  several  candidates  who  shall  have  Ijcen  nominated  ; 
and  any  votes  given  at  the  election  for  any  other  candidates  than  those  so  nominated 
shall  be  null  and  void. 

If,  at  the  expiration  of  the  time  appointed  for  the  election  as  aforesaid,  no  more 
candidates  stand  nominated  than  there  are  vacancies  to  be  filled  up,  the  Returning 
Officei-  shall  forthwith  declare  the  candidates  who  may  stand  nominated  to  be  elected, 
and  return  their  names  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

No  speeches  or  interruption  to  the  proceedings  of  nominating  candidates  at  the 
hustings  shall  be  permitted  by  the  Returning  Officer  between  the  reading  of  the  notice 
of  election  and  the  closing  of  "the  proceedings  on  nomination  day  by  the  Returning 
Officer. 
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Jf,  Jit  the  ('xpiratioM  of  kucIi  time,  more  CfVii<li(lat(!.s  stand  nominated  tluni  tlamc;  are 
vacancies  to  he  tilled  up,  the  Keturnin'^  ( )Hicer  shall  dcchu'e  the  names  ol  the  candidates, 
and  ])uhliclv  proclaim  the,  day  pnsviously  stated  in  his  ])roclamati>  n,  ami  the  jdaces 
at  which  the  poll  shall  he  so  opcaied,  for  the  ])ur])Ose  of  takin<r  the  votes  of  the 
('lectors  accordinj,^  to  law  ; and  shall  then  adjourn  the  election,^  and  shall  take  a po  I 
hy  ballot,  and  shall  cause  to  he  posted  up  notices  of  his  liaving  ^nunted  such  poll, 
indicatin^f  the  names,  resiliences,  and  occupations  of  tlie  candidates  so  nominated,  in 
the  ordei^in  which  they  sliall  he  ])rinted  on  the  liallot  pajiers,  which  notices  shall,  as 
soon  as  possible  after"  the  nomination,  be  placarded  in  all  the  places  wliere  the 
proclamation  for  the  election  was  posted  up. 

If,  after  the  adjournment  of  an  election  by  the  Retuniing  Officer  for  the  purpose 
of  taking  a poll,  one  of  the  candidates  nominated  shall  die  before  the  poll  has  com- 
menced,”the  Returning  Officer  shall,  upon  being  satisfied  of  the  fact  of  such  death, 
countermand  notice  of  the  poll,  and  all  the  ])roceedings  witli  referenci^  to  the  election 
shallfie  commenced  afresh ; Provided  that  no  fresh  nomination  shall  he  necessary  in 
the  case  of  a candidate  who  stood  nominated  at  the  time  of  the  countermand  of  the 
poll. 

In  case  of  a poll  being  held,  the  candidates  (duly  (lualified)  who  shall  obtain  the 
greatest  number  of  votes  shall  be  Mayor  and  Aldermen  respectively. 

Every  person  cpialitied  to  vote  shall  have  seven  votes,  being  one  for  each  Alderman 
to  be  elected  and  one  for  IMayor,  but  he  may  vote  for  any  less  number  tlian  seven  : 
Provided,  always,  that  he  shall  not  cast  more  than  one  vote  in  favour  of  any  one 
candidate,  or  vote  on  more  than  one  occasion.  In  the  event  of  the  number  of 
votes  being  found  to  have  been  equal  for  any  two  or  moi-e  candidates,  one  or  more 
of  whom,  hut  not  all  of  such  candidates,  being  by  the  state  of  the  poll  entitled  to 
be  declared  elected,  the  Returning  Officer  shall,  by  a casting  vote  or  votes,  as  the  case 
may  be,  decide  which  of  the  candidates  for  whom  the  votes  may  be  equal  shall  be 
elected : Provided  that  the  said  Returning  Officer  shall  not  vote  except  in  case  of  an 
ecpiality  of  votes  as  aforesaid. 

All  expenses  attendant  upon  the  said  election  shall  be  borne  by  the  said 
Municipality. 

The  opening  of  the  Ijallot  boxes  and  counting  the  votes  shall  be  in  the  presence  of 
the  candidates,  if  they  attend  for  that  purpose. 

The  Returning  Officer,  after  the  declaration  of  the  poll,  shall  I’etain  the  ballot 
papers  and  boxes  until  a Clerk  shall  be  duly  appointed,  to  whom  he  shall  forthwith 
deliver  the  same. 

Every  person  who  shall  have  presented  himself  for  nomination,  and  who  shall  have 
been  elected  a Mayor  or  Alderman,  must  serve  for  the  term  for  which  he  has  been 
elected,  unless  in  the  case  of  sickness,  or  in  default  pay  a sum  of  fifty  dollars  towards 
the  Municipal  Revenue ; such  sum,  with  costs,  shall  be  recoverable  by  the  Clerk  of  the 
Municipality,  summarily,  before  any  Justice  of  the  Peace. 

Any  vacancy  in  the  office  of  Mayor  or  Alderman  shall  be  filled  as  provided  by  the 
“ Municipal  Elections  Act.” 

The  first  meeting  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  on  the  first  Monday  after  the  day 
of  election,  at  the  Court-house,  Merritt,  at  12  o’clock  noon. 

Until  provision  be  made  by  b5^-law  in  that  behalf,  all  proceedings  at  and  relating 
to  the  meetings  of  the  Council  shall  be  held  and  taken  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
contained  in  the  “ Municipal  Clauses  Act,”  and  all  the  powers,  privileges,  and  duties  of 
the  Mayor  and  Council  shall  be  the  same  as  those  prescribed  by  the  said  Act. 

At  the  first  meeting,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  possible,  the  Council  may  elect  a 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Collector  and  Assessor,  or  such  officers  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
who  shall  hold  office  during  the  pleasui’e  of  the  Council,  and  receive  such  remuneration 
as  the  Council  may  by  by-law  appoint.
